Expence of ſo much Blood and Treaſure ) and by daily proteRing them with their Army and Navy, at a great-charge ( of which this Nation 

under-goeth no more than their equall proportion with \E»gland ) againſt their Enemies both abroad and at home, whereby all of them 

* might enjoy the fruits and benefits of Peace; Yer diverſe lewd perſons, broken in their fortunes, and diffolute in their Lives, are run into Re- 

bellion, who being aſſiſted and connived at by their Parents, Brerhren, Tuitors, Maſters, and People among whom they live, who ſecretly con- 
ce Ae ccal them in their houſes in the day time, and in the night ſuffer them to rob and plunder che Countrey , whereby the Pexceable People of this 

Nation are many of them ruined; and the reſt diſturbed , ſo that they cannot live in Peace. And to the end that no Peaceable means might be left unattempted, for 

the prevention thereof, I, by vertae of the Authority to me given by His Highnefle and His Council, do Declare, That all ſuch Perſons that are now in Rebellion, 

i (except ſuch as are excepted in the Aﬀs of Grace) who ſhall within twenty dayes after the Publication hereof , come in, and ſubmic him or themſelves, to the 
Governor of the next Engliſ® Garriſon, and give good ſecurity for his or their furure Peaceable living, (hall be, and is hereby in higand their perſons, freely par- 
doned, for any Offence, Spoil or Plunders committed by him or them in this-prgſent Rebellion, (- chekiling of any perſon in cold blood onely excepted. ) And I' - 
do Declare, That if any Parents, Brethren, or Tuicors, who. have aſſiſted or connived at any their: ſons , Brothers , or Pupils, nay in Rebellion, as aforeſaid, 
ſhall within twenty dayes after Publication hereof, cauſe their ſaid Sons, Brothers, or Pupils, to render themſelves, and give fecurity} as aforeſaid, That then the. 

 faid Parents, Brethren and Tuicors,who have ſo offended, are hereby freely pardoned ; Bur if otherwiſe, then the ſaid Parents, Brechgen, and 'Tuitors, -who have: 
ſo offended, ſhall be impriſoned during the time the faid Perſons do remain in Rehglli in regard. digerſe Perſonsaho-a Yebeffion, and Who bavelr 

.ved remote from their friends, bur couttmorprobibty break out into Rebellion, Without theknowledge orcconſent of ſome of the Inhabitants of q | 

' bytery where he or they laſt lived, before their breaking forth; I do therefore hejeby D&hrep*Fhitif the ſaid Pariſhor Presbytery.wikre he or they laſt lived, pro-/ 
cure the ſaid perſon or perſons ſo broken forth, to render him or themſelves, within twenty dayes after Publicitionhercof, and-give fecapiry,ad aforeſaid, That then 
the ſaid Pariſh or Presbytery ſo off:nding, is hereby pardoned; Bur if otherwiſe, JI do hereby impoſe upon the ſaid Pariſh and Presbyrtery ,, Two ſhillings ſix pence 
a: Gay for each Horſe»man, and Ten pence a-day for each Foot-man, ſo broken jago Rebellion, over and above their Ordinary Seſs, out, of the ſaid Pariſh or Presby- 

rery, Which the Governor of the next Eng/ih Garriſon is hereby authorized to Ryie and receive monthly, during the time the ſaid perſons ſhall ſo continue in Rebel- 

lion. * And I do likewiſe NE impoer all the good People of this Nation, to apfitchend all ſuch perſon and perſons as are , or hereafter ſhall brezk out into Rebelli- 
on, or attempt ſo to do, and ſafely to deliver him or them to the 'Governor of thenext Zng/i/s Garciſon ; and in caſe of reſiſtance, to take ſuch Weapons as they can 
get, and ro fight the ſaid perſ6n or perſons ; and if they ſhall kill any of che ſaid perſons ſo reſiſting , they ſhall not be queſtioned for the ſame , bur (60 the contrary) 
ſhall receive as a reward of their good ſervice , all ſuch Moneys, Goods, Horſey, and Cloaths, as the ſaid Rebellious Perſons are then poſleſſed of, beſides full fatiſ- 

fation for their pains and travell therein, Aad in regard this preſent Rebellion hah been principally contrived, fomented, and is now obftinatly maintained by Major , 

Generall Miadleton, rhe Eart of e£:ho/, the Earl of Seaforth, Viſcount Kenmwre, and Major Generall Dajell; Ido hereby therefore Declare, That what perſoa / 

| or perſons ſoever of this Nation, ( except ſuch as are before excepted ) (ball kilFoy of the ſaid principall Contrivecs, or ſhall deliver any of them priſoher , to any 

| Governor of any Engliſh Garriſon, the ſaid perſon or pe: ſons ſo killing, or bringing priſoner,as aforeſaid, ſhall not only be pardoned for any thing he or they have 

ated in this late Rebellion, but alſo ſhall receive as a Reward of his good ſervice; the ſum of Two hundred pounds ſterling for every perſop ſo kill'd or brought pri- 
ſoner, as aforeſaid; Aad laſtly, for the eacouragemeat of all Peaceable and well-afeed People, both £ngii/ſs and Scots, I do alſo hereby Declare, That what da- 
mage.ſhall be done to their Perſons, Goods or Geer, for their good affeRion to tMt Publick , the ſame ſhall be again repaired out of the Eſtates of ſuch as have done 
the damage, or out of the Eſtates of the Friends and harbourers of ſuch wrong-doers, or out of the Pariſh, Presbytery, or Shire where the wrong is done, in caſe they 
do not apprehend the ſaid Offendors,or give the £ng/zſs Forces ſuch timely notice thereof, that the ſaid Offendors may be apprehended by them. And I do hereby re- 
quire-all Provoſts,Bailifs,and Chief Officers of Head=Burghs, in their ſeverall Barghs, to cauſe theſe preſeats to be duly Publiſhed and Poſted up , according to the 
uſuall form, and to certifie their doings thereih-to me, in writing,under his or their hands. = SER =
